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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 4/7/06 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Re claim 1, Applicant argues (4/7/06 Response: page 2, line 
17 - page 3, line 2) that Pellar fails to teach or suggest 
selecting a dither pattern with a screen angle different from 
the detected screen angle because Pellar never detects the 
screen angle. Pellar (column 2, lines 67-68; column 3, lines 14- 
18; column 3, line 66 - column 4, line 7) teaches the use of a 
screen angle that is "different" from another screen angle in 
order to reduce Moire effects, but does not teach the use of a 
detected original screen angle (which as noted previously is not 
taught in Pellar) as the other screen angle. 

However, the outstanding Office Action relies upon Graham 
(particularly Figure 4 and column 4, lines 64-66) for the 
teaching of an arrangement of detecting an original screen angle 
and the generation of an output document. Pellar is relied upon 
for the teaching that it is desirable to avoid re-using a screen 
angle in halftone reproduction, as this causes Moire effects. 

Applicant argues 4/7/06 Response: page 3, lines 3-5) that 
the remaining independent claims (7, 13, 18, 24, & 29) and the 
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dependent claims (2-6, 8-12, 14-17, 19-23, & 25-28) are 
allowable for the same reasons as claim 1. 

Applicant's arguments re claim 1 are addressed above.
